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Insolence Supreme 

Regardless of what happens in existing and an- 1 
ticipated controversies between John L. Lewis and the 
coal mine operators, the public should have a true un- 
derstanding of the basic underlying facts. 

First of all, the contract which Mr. Lewis and 
the operators signed is an extremely one-sided docu- 
ment — and the advantage is all oh the side of the 
union. It provides that the miners shall work only if 
they ore "able and .willing" — a phrase which is ob- 
viously susceptible to any kind of interpretation, thus 
making a joke out of a so-called contract. The oper- 
ators have no effective resource if Mr. Lewis decides, 
without notice, that his miners have suddenly be- 
come either "unable" or "unwilling" to keep on 
working. 

The miners' welfare fund, which provoked the 
last walk-out, is another' example of Mr. Lewis and 
the miners having their cake and eating it too. Not a 
penny of it is provided by the workers. Every cent is 
provided by .the operators, in the form of a levy of 
ten cents on each ton of coal mined. Many authorities 
believe that if Mr. Lewis' demand for a pension of 
$100 a month for retired miners was met, the levy 
might be forced up to 50 cents a ton — a figure which 
the operators could not possibly pay without passing 
it on to the consumer, and thereby worsening coal's 
competitive position with other fuels and. endanger- 
ing jobs which are dependent on high production and 
sales. 

Finally, whether or not the union has a strong 
case, it is clear, ,that a great industry, upon which 
American industrial ' production ' is absolutely vitally 
dependent, is at the mercy of one man. When coal out- 
put stops, the effects are felt immediately in steel, 
electricity, and transportation, and ultimately in all 
enterprise. For any man to possess that enormous 
power is a glaring and dangerous weakness in our 
economic system. 

State Must Not Control Doctors 

The strongest argument against socialized medi- 
tine is not the enormous drain on the tax-payers it 
r/ould entail, important as that is. It lies in the fact 
that the profession of medicine, like the practice of 
the arts and the higher crafts, is almost entirely de- 



pendent on individual ambition, ability, and incentive 
for progress.' 

The doctor, like the musician or playwright, 
works In cooperation with others to gain some, given 
end. But this is not the kind of flat, unimaginative 
mass effort that characterizes" the working of a bur- 
eaucracy, where • mediocrity gets the rewards, and 
brilliance and enterprise are frowned upon. The In- 
dividual must be supreme. One of his chief assets Is 
the right to experiment in an atmosphere of freedom. 
He must be ready to intelligently deal with the new 
and the uncharted. He cannot be bound by a set of 
inflexible rules. 

When the state runs everything, a man's poli- 
tics are all important. That, and his ability to earn 
favoritism from the bosses, determine the kind of job 
he gets. But when politics and patronage determine 
what doctor shall be chosen for promotion, or what 
writer or -musician shall be published and heard, a 
shameful decline in standards is the inevitable 'ncsult 
— as the Soviet Union so thoroughly proves. In the 
case of the arts, it forces the people to sec,' inferior 
plays or read inferior books. In the case of medicine, 
it costs lives. 

There is no relationship quite like that between 
the doctor and those he serves. The state must not be 
permitted to destroy it.

Just Good Business 

The retailer struggles to keep the price of mer- 
chandise within reach of the consumer, not for altruis- 
tic reasons, but because by so .doing he con sell the 
most goods. The chain stores were pioneers in proving 
on a large scale the unquestioned worth of such a pol- 
I Icy. Today all progressive retailers follow this prac- 
tice and hold prices below the level the pressure of 
demand would make possible. 

Chain Store Age says: "In falling markets, 
chain store prices have always reflected current re- 
placement costs rather than the actual prices paid for 
the merchandise offered. Giving their customers the 
benefit of the decline immediately instead of attempt- 
ing to hold retail prices at a level representing the 
actual wholesale cost, is standard practice for the food 
chains." This is the case with practically all mer- 
chandising. Greater sales counteract temporary 
losses brought about by declining inventory values. 

This is a great change from the old days when 
a crossroads store dominated a whole area with a take- 
it-or-leave-it policy. Fast transportation which per- 
mitted wider distribution of goods and greater com- 
petition destroyed such monopolies in merchandising. 
Today the consumer can trade at a store of his- choice, 
in city or rural areas. 

Modern retailing depends upon mass purchasing 
which can only be encouraged by reasonable prices, 
hence our present retailing system including both 
chain and independent stores is the best safeguard the 
public has against price gouging.

WASHINGTON* D. C.-Secretary 
of the Navy John L. Sullivan re- 
vealed navy plana for a 60,000-to 
80,000-ton aircraft carrier and eight 
other experimental ships and speedy 
submarines. 

The new construction plana In- 
clude four submarines capable of 
extremely high speed underwater, 
one "hunter-killer" ship for destroy- 
ing such submarines and the giant 
80,000-ton carrier which would be 
almost 1 twice the size of the largest 
carrier the navy now has. 

Secretary Sullivan said the navy 
asked congress for 230 million dol- 
lars for the whole shipbuilding pro- 
gram which he estimated would 
take up to five years to complete.
